Brcaiife,  110  obftacle  exifling,  it  would 
take  more  than  an  hundred  years  to  build 
a navy  of  if, is  kind.  Tas  it  has  !li.-  Brit- 
ilh  ;)  during  w liir.h  time  the  Britilh  govern- 
m-i't,  or  the  nation  that  chancer  to  pof- 
felsl  erfrif  of  the  naval  power  of  Britain, 
would  seize  upon  our  war  vefl'cls  as  fall  as 
they  would  put  to  I'ca  ; 

Breaufe-were  it  poffible  to  pofTef;  cur 
leivrs  of  this  iiavV,  it  would  'ae  the  meatis 
of  embroiling  us  iu  war  with  the  world, 
as  it  has  be"i  with  rrfprct  to  England  ; 

Becaul'e  the  real  intrrrft  of  this  nation 
lies  ill  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts, 
and  a navy  would  give  an  overwhelming 
influeilceto  the  commercial  interr  11 ; — and 

Because  from  among  an  agricultural 
and  doniellic  people,  like  the  people  of  the 
U.  Stares,  it  would  be  im.joflibic  to  man 
this  great  navy  unlefs  wc  had  recourl'e  ro 
the  horrible  fyftcm  ot  the  BiitiQi,  cf  im- 
pressing. 

COMMUNICATION. 

No  phenomenon  has  excited  greater 
speculation  and  conjecture  in  every  peri- 
od of  the  world,  tliifn  Comets  Their 
lingular  and  /xt-aordinarv  apoearances 
hare  at  all  times  e.v.cited  terror  in  weak 
minds  ; and  the  ignor.ar.t  keep  up  a kind 
jf  tr’idiiion,  that  they  are  omens  or  fore- 
runners of  some  dreadtui  ralaniitv  which 
will  fliortly  vifit  the  world  after  their  ap- 
pearance Nor  does  absurd  riotions  res 
peeing  tliem  seem  to  be  confined  to  the 
Ignorant  and  illiterate  alone,  f..r  Kepler, 
a very  gieat  genius,  imagined  comets  to 
be  monfirouE  and  very  unremmon  animal 
generate  1 in  cel  “ftial  space,  and  who 
with  the  planets  swarm  round  th.e  -un  by 
means  of  certain  fins,  acting  on  the  ethe- 
Yeal  fluid,  in,  the  same  manner  filhesswim 
in  water.  John  Bodin,  airi'H  of  great 
learning  in  France,  maintained  that  com 
ets are  spirits,  which  having  lived  on 
the  earth  innumerable  ages,  and  being  at 
lad  arrived  on  the  confines  of  death,  cele 
brate  their  kill  triumph,  or  are  recalled 
to  the  firniameiit  like  lliiniiig  Tlar,- — so 
much  for  the  conjectures  of  weak  and  vi- 
fionarv  minds. 

Sir  Isaac  Newton  who  Hands  unparal- 
leled in  his  rrfearthes  into  n-it”re  and 
philosophy,  calculated  the  heat  of  a corn- 
met  which  appeared  in  i6So  to  have  been 
at  lead  2000  times  more  inteni'e  than  red 
hot  iron  ; and  that  its  motion  w-.s  more 
than  ^80.003  miles  p*r  hour.  Dr.  Hally 
speaking  of  this  comet  observes  “ That 
if  so  large  a body  with  so  rapid  a motion 
as  that  of  this  comet  were  to  drike  againd 
the  e-irth,  a thing  by  no  means  iiiipolhb'.e. 
the  diock  might  reduce  tl.is  br.iwtiful 
frame  to  its  original  clino-.’,’  Mr,  Wliidoii 
(who  from  Mr.  Elamd  ad’s  mrasiire  of 
the  apparent  diame’er  of  this  comet,  by 
which  he  edimated  it  to  be  {en  times  as 
l'ii««.  .IS  the  moon)  atti^uies  the  deiuge 
to  US  near  approach  tfftne  earth,  whereoy 
tlieeaith  attracted  fi  cm  the  comet’s  at- 
mofphere,  greatpart  of  the  water  ot  which 
the  fl.iod  was  conipofed.  The  same  co- 
met Mr  Whidon  thought,  w-oiild  proba- 
bly come  in  contact  with  the  earth  in  one 
of  its  revolutions  when  heated  to  an  im- 
n.ense  degree  iu  its  near  approach  to  the 
fun,  and  become  the  caufc  of  that  great 
ratadrophe.  the  general  contl.igr-aiion, 
foretold  in  the  facred  writings,  as  well  as 
from  antii-nt  tradition.  Rut  if  the  calcu- 
lat:  ns  with  regard  to  this  comet  are  cor- 
lect,  its  leturii  will  not  be  before  the  year 
1255,  its  jieriod  being  57>  years;  confe- 
queiuly  the  comet  now  to  oe  fecu  cannot 
be  It. 

It  has  been  fuppofed  that  tjie  atPiofphere 

01  a comet  extends  to  a Jidance  from  its 
body  equal  to  the  length  of  the  t.il  ; and 
that  the  tails  of  some  comets,  p'artidiilarly 
that  wliicli  appealed  in  16*3,  have  been 
said  to  meafure  upwards  of  80  millions  of 
mili-s,  or  a didance  equal  to  that  which 
the  -un  is  from  the  earth.  If  this  suppo 
fitioii  is  conect,  such  a comet  paffing  be- 
tween the  c.rtli  and  sun  might  poflihly 
affect  the  temperature  of  our  atmofpiiere, 
provided  its  atmosphere  is  a Conductor  of 
heat. 

If  the  atmosphere  of  the  prefect  come; 
is  edimated  by  the  length  of  its  tail,  it 
cannot  extend  near  to  the  atmnfphere  of 
the  earth  ; conf  quently  the  late  extraor 
dinary  hot  weather  tor  th-e  fcalon  ought 
not  be  attribufed  to  its  influence.
